Strikes. 


The American secretary of labor, 
‘who is a prominent Jabor. man him- 
self, recently made an important con- 
fession of faith on the subject. of 
strikes, In some remarks on labor 
conditions, .. Mr. Davis said: “One 
thing stands out ‘clearly ag ia ‘result 
of our experience last year. The peo- 
ple are tired of strikes.” He went so 
far as to say that he believed the 
tinte had come when public opinion 
will not countenance’ any general sus- 
pension of work in any .of the basic 
industries upon which the people of 
the nation are dependent in their 


' daily life. He seems to be convinced 


that the public hag had enough of coal 
mine, railroad and similar strikes. 
This brings up the question as. to 
who, if any one, really wants a strike. 
The sole purpose of a strike should he 
to right some sore, grievance: which 
cannot be. righted by any other 
means. The so-called “policy-strike,” 


‘a demonstration’ of strength intended 


merely to impress a group of employ- 
ers with the efficiency and solidarity 


of the -workers’ organization, has no 


place in any industrial program of ad- 
yancement. It is as. bad as the re- 
{aliatory lockout. 

The number of strikes can be re- 
duced materially if the ,strike {is re- 
sorted to only ag a last desperate 
If the unions will adopt that 
policy, it will not be long until the 
employer who permits a strike will 


command little public sympathy and 
no support. 


Employers _ who allow 
strike conditions to develop in their 
organizations should’ be made to. re- 


alize, that the failure is theirs unless 


they have done everything possible -to 
It ‘is cheering. to -note that 


is coming to depend less upon strikes 
than upon negotiations with. the pub- 
lic's welfare in mind. That is pepro- 
mise of more work and more pay all 
round, ;

Pullets, in order: to be. good layers 
in winter, must.be hatched early and 
well raised, -They must also be of.a 
good laying strain. An effective meth- 
od. of improving egg laying . propensi- 
ties inva flock is that of using malc 
-birds from selected females with high 
records of )production It should b 
the aim of all raisers of poultry, to 
have their pullets laying in Novem- 
ber, Therefore plans for the spring 
hatching must be completed carly; 
the pens mated during the first part 
of March, and hatching begun a week 
or.ten days later. - : 


Birds. of -the utility. breeds should 
be hatched before the first of. May. 
Birds. of the lighter breeds, maturing 
more quickly, can be hatched a little 
Jater and be sufficiently mature to be- 
gin in tho fall. As broodiness in hens 
does not generally occur at this time 
of year the incubator is almost an es- 
sential in: obtaining sufficient chicks 
to have a good flock of pullets ready 
to begin laying in November 


By the time the chicks are hatched 
it may be possible to: secure enough 
hroody hens to care for them; fail- 
ing this, an artificial brooder is nec- 
essary. By transferring the rhicks 
broody hens the extra expense and 
all the work with an artificial brooder 
can be eliminated., Hens should not 
be allowed free range while the chicks 
are young; they should be enclosed 
in coops with slatted fronts through 
which the ‘young chicks can escape 
and gain the freedom and. exercise 
necessary, 

When it is necessary to use an ar- 
lificial brooder, the conditions should 
imitate as closely as possible the na- 
tural brooding conditions. The moth- 
er hen provides warmth dryness, fresh 
air and exercise The artificial brood: 
er should therefore provide a con- 
stant temperature -immediately  sur- 
rounding it. The brooder house should 
be dry, free from datts, and have 
ample fresh air. Sunshine’ is benefi- 
cial for young chicxs. Full use should 
be made of all available, while a shade 
must also.ke provided for protection 
when the sun is too strong The un- 
most care must be taken with chicks 
kept in artificial brooders to prevent 
them from huddling’ together in heaps 
in the corners. This practice brings 
about weakness and a resultant high 
mortality. Crowding is a sign that the 
chicks are not warn enough. Jp,can | 
be prevented by placing boards acrass 
the corners of the brooder, and: by. 
keeping the proper. temperature. un- 
der the hover. Rest 

There are ro hard anid fast rules 
for feeding ‘chicks, but there area 
few points Whicn should be kept in 
mind in order la achieve good resinuts, 
During the first forty-eight hours the 
chicks should ie givan no tcod, The 
first meal shouid inciude some chick 
grit or course sand and a litle char: 
coal, Oatmsal makes a_ satisfactory 
food when fed alone or mixed with 
hard boiled ezgs. Buttermilk: and sour 
skimmed milk are excallent for grow: 
ing chicks, Muing {he carly stages 
food showld be given sparingly and 
often, and an effort made to, keep tne 
chicks busy in search of it until even- 
ing each day. « Jittle dry cut straw 
on the floor nivses exc2nent litter for 
the chicks to worik in. 

During the summer plenty of free 
range, preferadly sheltered by trees 
or shrubs, shovld be previded for the 
growing Dvirds. In a range of this 
kind food such as inseets, worms and 
forage wili be made us2 of, and yery 
profitable gains ‘wiil be made for the 
food actually civeu. 713 ration, while 
the birds are ‘n the opan shewl ke a 
fairly generaus one, as during this 
time they are taking considerable ex- 
ercise and making their greatest 
growth. ‘The cockerels should he sep- 
arated from the pullsts during the 
latter part of August. The winter 
quarters should 3 thocaoughly cieaned 
and the pullats housed directly the 
hights turn 201d. Ev this time tbe 
pulletg should be -nearing maturity. 
Open runways in front of. the winter 
quarters provide a good place for ex- 
ercise and also forage until winter be- 
gins,—Experimental Farm Notes. 


STANDARD GUAGE

All day*snow had been falling, huge 
flukes clogged the damp air and 
shrouding trees anr bushes in heavy 
| whiteness piled smoothly in the val- 
Hleys and rounded the roughness of 
jvidge and stubble to gently curving 
[pias and dimples. With the coming 
lot night the storm changed to slect, 
and from sleet. it changed to a.cold 
rain that, driving straight down 
through the quiet air, froze as jit 
souked into the soft snow. : 


When Jerry Anderson's alarm clock 
+ woke him at four a.m. the next morn- 
ing he looked out on a world glitter: 
ing in the grip of almost a foot of sol- 
id snow.ice The clouds had thinned 
and parted and the thermometer had 
dropped sharply; the stars seemed 
fairly to snap in the clear air.

That ‘the industry of producing fur 
1is becoming more popular every year 
is evidenced by the large. number of 
those who are entering on this. in- 
teresting business. D. Ruttle, who 
Vraris on the Battle River above Du- 
hamel, last fall purchased three On- 
tario coons and one pair of the fam- 
fous Black Star Skunks. They have 
wintered well and it is Mr. Ruttle’s 
intention to make further purchases 
just as soon ag he has erected proper 
quarters for the various animals, 

Last summer he dug out a family 
of coyotes near his home, and al- 
though they were very young he was 
table to induce them to take food in 
the way of milk and gophers. . He 
placed the large family in a den made 
for the purpose and every one of 
them thrived. Before Christmas, he 
kills most of them, and the man who 
| purchased the skins claimed that 
they were far. superior to the. wild 
ones, as the fur was not” worn off. 
He sold six of the skins at $15. 00 
each, and is retaining the rest of the 
animals for breeding purposes.
